Bike shop aids poiice to recover stoien bikes

Bike mechanics at Heritage Bicycles used fast 
Facebook sleuthing to help reunite a stolen 
bike with its owner Monday evening, Chicago 
police officials said. 

Bike theft is common in the city— though 
exactly how common is hard to quantify— and 
stolen bikes are rarely recovered and returned 
to their owners, according to Lt. David Harris, 
a spokesperson for Chicago Police Depart- 
ment’s news affairs. 

That wasn’t the case Monday evening, when 
police officers from the 24th District caught 
two juveniles in the act of trying to resell a sto- 
len bike in a makeshift sting operation facili- 
tated by friends of Heritage Bicycles, a custom 
bike shop in Lakeview 

The juveniles, whose names cannot be re- 
leased by law, were charged with felony bur- 
glary and possession of stolen property after 
being arrested outside of the McDonald’s on 
North Kedzie Avenue in Albany Park. 

Managers at Heritage began tracking down 
the stolen bicycle, which was built in the shop, 
after receiving an email from a customer Mon- 


day morning saying his bicycle had been stolen 
from the basement of his apartment. 

Later that day Heritage mechanic Ben Fietz 
received an email from a friend of the store 
who noticed one of their bikes was for sale on 
the Facebook group “Chicago Bike Selling.” 
According to a blog post Fietz wrote about 
the recovery traffickers notoriously sell stolen 
bikes on the group. 

Derek Lewis, the bike operations manager 
at Heritage, said local bike mechanics peri- 
odically monitor Craigslist ads and Facebook 
posts for used bikes that may have been stolen, 
but it is rare to find a match. 

“We keep an eye out for our friends’ possible 
stolen bikes,” he said. “But actually getting 
those kids to show up with the bike, and trying 
to snag it, and trying to get them before they’re 
sold or disappear, is very hard.” 

The listing was written by what appeared to 
be a woman, according to a screenshot saved 
by Fietz. In the post, she claimed that her boy- 
friend purchased it for $799, but said it was too 
taU for him to ride. They were offering the bike 
for $200 —much less than the value of the bike. 


which starts at $800 in the Heritage shop. 

“Two hundred dollars is what the seat on 
that bike would have gone for at retail,” Lewis 
said. 

The thieves had removed the bike’s brass 
bell and basket and flipped over its handlebars. 
But it was still recognizably the same bike, 
Lewis said. 

Identifying a stolen bike is usually much 
more difficult, Harris said. “The hardest thing 
with getting bicycles back is people don’t have 
a way to prove it was their bike,” he said. “I 
think, in this case, the bicycle was a high-end 
bicycle, so it was easy to spot.” 

Resale of Heritage’s bikes is rare, according 
to Lewis, because each one is built to custom 
fit each customer. Heritage’s employees felt 
galvanized to recover the bike, he said. Fietz 
spent several hours on the phone coordinating 
with police officers. 

“We wanted to get this back for {our cus- 
tomer] and for us,” Lewis said. “I’ve been lucky 
enough not to have a bike stolen in five years, 
but many of my friends have, and aU these feel- 
ings come up.” 


Employees of Heritage enlisted a friend and 
police officers from the 24th District, which 
covers Albany Park, where the stolen bikes 
were located, to set up a fake sale. The sellers 
were trying to sell the bicycle quickly because 
it was evidently stolen property Lewis said. 
“We were really really nervous. They wanted 
to get rid of it ASAP.” 

Five police officers, according to Feitz’s post, 
rushed the sellers who showed up to the meet- 
ing place Monday evening with the Heritage 
bicycle and another stolen bike that belonged 
to a different customer of another shop. 

The successful makeshift sting was an op- 
portunity to score a small victory for the entire 
cycling community Lewis said. 

“With more and more people riding in the 
city to get around every day it’s starting to 
become a bit more serious of an issue for the 
average citizen,” he said. “They care about 
their bike, and they need it, and sometimes it’s 
somebody’s only form of transportation. And 
it’s awesome to see the police take this bike 
theft more seriously”

48 killed after plane 
crashes in Taiwan 


TAIPEI, Taiwan A TxansAsia Airways turbo- 
prop plane crashed on its second attempt at 
landing during a thunderstorm on an island off 
Taiwan on Wednesday killing 48 people and 
setting buildings on fire, officials said. 

The plane, a 70 -seat ATR 72, crashed near 
the runway on the island of Penghu, west of 
the mainland, with 54 passengers and four 
crew on board, they said. No one was killed or 
hurt in the buildings.

H arold SHIRLEY never had seen a bed bug before moving to the 
Milshire Hotel three years ago. Now his arms are covered in bites, and 
he has to take sleeping pills at night because the bugs wake him up. The 
building is thoroughly infested, and he said he doesn’t have the money to move. 


“When I wake up, the/re in my ears and my 
nose,” he stated in a letter to management of 
the Milshire, 2525 N. Milwaukee Ave., a single- 
room occupancy building in Logan Square. 

Shirley and a handful of other Milshire ten- 
ants went to court Tuesday morning to make 
an unusual argument against their eviction: 
The bed bug infestation at the building is so 
bad that making residents leave would be a 
public hazard. 

“The lawyers’ and tenants’ complaint is, in 
part, that to ask the tenants to move out is a 
violation of the bed bug ordinance because 
they will be asked to take this issue that hasn’t 
been addressed and spread it across the city to 
wherever they move to,” said Terry Enright, 
an activist with the Logan Square Neighbor- 
hood Association who has been working with 
Milshire residents. 

It’s one of the latest tussles in months of 
discussion over single-room occupancy build- 
ings such as the Milshire. SROs generally rent 
small bedrooms with shared kitchens and 
bathrooms. Not all are in bad condition, like 
the Milshire, but their tenants are gener- 
ally very low-income —Aid. Walter Burnett Jr. 
(27th) said they are sometimes “one step from 
being homeless.” 

SROs have grown scarce in Chicago as de- 
velopers buy the buildings, evict the tenants 
and rent remodeled units at market rates. 


Chicago has lost 30 SRO buildings to rede- 
velopment since the beginning of 2009, ac- 
cording to the city Now, there are 73 licensed 
SROs left. 

An ordinance backed by Mayor Emanuel to 
halt SRO conversions citywide passed a City 


Council committee Wednesday morning. 
If the full Council approves it, the city will 
not issue permits to redevelop SROs for six 
months or until permanent SRO legislation is 
passed, whichever comes first. 

That will leave the SROs officially in limbo. 


a state that Milshire residents know well. 

“Till this plays out, [we] don’t know what’s 
gonna happen,” said Erederick Bartels, who 
has lived at the Milshire for seven years. 

Bartels and his fellow residents were told 
in late April that the Milshire was closing and 
that they would have to move. Rumors circu- 
lated that the building would be sold. Some 
residents vacated; about 25 to 40 long-term 
residents remain. Some of them formed a 
tenants union and, with the help of the Law- 
yers’ Committee for Better Housing, filed the 
legal complaint about the conditions at the 
Milshire. 


Logan Square landlord Mark Eishman is 
widely presumed to be the Milshire buyer. 
His M. Eishman & Company recently filed 
with the state for an entity named “2525 Mil- 
waukee LLC”— the address of the Milshire. 
Repeated attempts to reach Eishman for 


comment were unsuccessful. 

Arthur Eischoff, the Milshire’s current 
owner, could not be reached either; his attor- 
ney Robert Wigoda declined to comment. 

The Milshire failed its most recent inspec- 
tion last month. The city inspector found 
rotted wood, water damage, broken glass and 
building-wide infestations of rodents and 
roaches. The bed bug problem in particular 
was found to be so severe, the inspector noted 
that “areas surrounding beds are covered in 
blood spots from smashed bugs” and found 
“Im}attresses covered at edges with bugs so 
numerous it looks black,” according to the 
code violation report. 

“{The bed bug problem] is beyond being 
remedied by spraying and requires complete 
gutting of the building,” according to Judy Ery- 
dland, deputy corporation counsel for the city 

After the preliminary hearing in building 
court Tuesday morning, the city joined the 
Milshire tenants union as a cross-plaintiff to 
deal with health and safety issues. Represen- 
tatives of Milshire management agreed to re- 
place smoke detectors and emergency lights, 
and tenants agreed to keep fire doors closed. 
The next hearing date is set for late August, 
and in the meantime, representatives from 
both sides will try to negotiate a settlement. 

Eor nov^ Milshire management is no longer 
accepting rent from long-term residents. An 
exterminator has been called to spray for the 
bed bugs, but the city maintains that will not 
be sufficient. And the residents are staying put. 

“Hopefully it goes well for us, and oth- 
erwise, if they kick us out. I’m gonna be 
out on the street,” Bartels said. “That’s 
all there is to it. I got no place else to go.”

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When art, science 
collide ... in movies 


Artists at DreamWorks rely on scientists to simulate 
realistic-looking elements in animated movies 


Los Angeles Times 

In a small office in Glendale, Calif, Ron Hen- 
derson methodically jotted down equations 
for Isaac Newton’s Three Laws of Motion on 
a whiteboard next to his desk. 

The equations, the physicist explained, are 
the mathematical building blocks for con- 
structing a three-dimensional, bubble-like 
sphere. 

Henderson could easily have been prepar- 
ing a lesson at Caltech, where he once was a 
faculty member. Instead, he was at Dream- 
Works Animation’s Tuscany-style campus, 
doing his part to bridge the divide between 
art and science. 

Henderson was explaining the math be- 
hind a fluid-simulation technology that would 
help artists working on the upcoming movie 
“Home” draw soap bubbles. 

To give them visual references, Henderson 
and his team began by studying drawings and 
photos of soap films and bubbles last year. He 
invited a physicist colleague to give a lecture 
titled “Bubble Science.” 

The physicist took a low-tech approach. 
He arrived at the studio with liquid soap and 


party bubbles, using a plastic wand to fashion 
large bubbles for an audience of artists and 
technicians gathered at an outdoor amphi- 
theater. 

That’s the kind of thing that happens 
when the scientific set makes the move to 
the movies. 

“What we’re doing here is creating tools for 
artists,” Henderson said. 

Henderson, 47, is part of an expanding 
cadre of high-level physicists, engineers 
and other scientists, including many former 
NASA employees, who have left careers in 
aerospace and academia to work in the mov- 
ie business. 

Artists at DreamWorks, Disney-owned 
Pixar and other studios increasingly rely on 
the services of people such as Henderson 
to create complex algorithms to simulate 
realistic-looking water, fire, dust and other 
elements in movies packed with action and 
special effects. 

“The physics behind what’s happening in 
these movies is incredibly complicated,” said 
Paul Debevec, a computer scientist and chief 
visual officer at the USC Institute for Cre- 


ative Technologies. “These are Ph.D.-level 
folks who could have been publishing papers 
in Physics Today Instead, they are working on 
Hollywood blockbuster films.”

Although they typically get paid more in 
the film business, Henderson says money isn’t 
the main draw He cites the excitement of 
working on movies and the challenge of find- 
ing solutions to technical problems. 

DreamWorks has one of the largest contin- 
gents of scientists. 


“This whole company is a very interesting 
mix of left brain and right brain,” said Jim 
Mainard, head of digital strategy and new 
business development for DreamWorks. “Of- 
ten we end up at the same place, but from dif- 
ferent directions.” 

Mainard, himself a computer scientist, 
used to work for a NASA contractor involved 
in the Hubble Space Telescope. 

“When I came out of college, I never 
thought I would work in the entertainment 
business,” Mainard said. “For me, it was just 
a great time to make the transition. We were 
having our first child and I just liked the idea 
of making animated films. I thought that 
would align with having a family ... Making 
people laugh is a great legacy” 

Henderson, a director of the Dream- 
Works research and development team, 
received the award for developing a fluid- 
simulation system called Flux, which creates 
high-resolution effects 100 times faster than 
in the past. 

In 2002, Henderson joined DreamWorks. 

“Science can be a very lonely activity,” he 
said. “I wanted to use my background in com- 
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putational physics, but I wanted to have the 
experience of working with people and being 
able to see the results of what I did.” 

Seeing “Shrek” also piqued his scientific cu- 
riosity about the new medium of computer- 
generated imagery 

“What astonished me was how much detail 
and motion there was in every frame, the mo- 
tion of the trees, the grass and all the other el- 
ements,” he said. “It intrigued me to the point 
that I didn’t think it was possible.” 

Part of Henderson’s role is to foster a cul- 
ture of collaboration between workers from 
disparate backgrounds. Artists and engineers 
hold biweekly meetings and also work on the 
same floor to interact more easily 

Much of their focus is on what he calls im- 
proving the “scale of production.” Because 
there are so many shots in a single movie— 
one film might have 700 scenes with fire, for 
example— Henderson and his team spend 
much of their time trying to devise more ef- 
ficient ways of simulating effects through im-

proved software and hardware. 

Then there are specific technical challenges 
of creating something visually unique to the 
look of each film, such as the stylized cannon 
fire in “Kung Fu Panda 2,” or the ice-breathing 
dragon in “How to Train Abur Dragon 2.” 

I His latest challenge was creating the bub- 

i ble-like spheres in “Home,” which would 
provide the unique look to spaceships in the 
movie. 

Turns out, creating a computer anima- 
tion image of a bubble on a flat surface is 
one thing, but wrapping that image around 

( a floating soccer-ball-like sphere is a much 
trickier problem of math and physics. 

The fact that few moviegoers will appreci- 

i ate the technical achievement doesn’t bother 
him. 

“I can go work for an oil company or I could 
M go back to academia,” he said, “but the per-

Michael Pitt and Mike Cahill try to challenge with 1 0rigins’

Ryan Gosling and Michael Pitt co-starred 
as brilliant, disturbed teenagers in 2002’s 
“Murder by Numbers.” While Gosling went 
on to become, well. Gosling, Pitt’s career 
has been spent more frequently lurking in 
the shadows of unsettling smaller project- 
like playing a Kurt Cobain-esque musician 
in Gus Van Sant’s underrated “Last Days” 
or a sociopathic killer in Michael Haneke’s 
American remake of his “Funny Games.” 

Opening Friday, “I Origins” is another 
odd one. Pitt (“Boardwalk Empire”) stars 
as Dr. Ian Gray, a molecular biologist set on 
proving that an eye can evolve in a lab and. 


thus, that the uniqueness of iris patterns 
is not a logical argument for the existence 
of a higher power. It’s the latest attempt 
by writer/director Mike Cahill (“Another 
Earth”) to explore big questions through 
sci-fi hypotheticals.

Mike, you’re very interested in the notion 
of people not wanting to feel alone in the 
world. Which would make you feel less 
alone: knowing there was a duplicate you 
on another planet [like in “Another Earth”] 
or knowing your soul belonged to someone 


else and would again after you die [consid- 
ered in “I Origins”]? 

Mike Cahill: They’re both existential ques- 
tions, but they’re [each] getting at some- 
thing different. One’s eradicating the fear of 
loneliness, the fact that we are singular in our 
POV on the world, and that can be slightly 
terrifying. In this film, it’s not about loneli- 
ness as much as it is about the fear of death 
and regret and grieving and loss. 

I think there are still notions of your identity 
being more than just you right now, though. 
What do you think, Michael? 

Michael Pitt: [Laughs.] If there was another 


me on another earth. I’d want to meet him. I 
would probably put him to work and be like, 
“Listen, in this relationship, I am the alpha!” 
MC: [Laughs.] 

MP: “Don’t mess around! I am the king of us.” 
I would definitely want to have that conversa- 
tion as soon as possible. 

What would you have him do? 

MC: He’s doing it right now! [Laughs.] 

MP: Actually, you’re talking to him. 

You’re not the number one? 

MC: Holy [bleep]! That just blew my mind. 
MP: I’m not the number one, but I’m in the 
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process of taking over. ... I’d probably have 
him do stuff I didn’t want to do, like my laun- 
dry I’d make him cook for me.

That’s the Michael Keaton one where he gets 
cloned. 

MP: Oh, yeah, I love that one! That’s a good 
movie. I like Michael Keaton. What the

MC: He’s back! He’s Birdman. 

MP: Oh yeah, he’s back. 

MC: “Birdman” looks amazing. 

MP: What’s the other thing? Oh, 
oh, this movie!

Is this something scientists are 
actually looking into— people having 
identical iris patterns and what that would 
imply? 

MC: Yes, that is something that is actually 
going on in reality There’s no conclusions 
yet; it’s all very preliminary It just happened 
recently, so there is a database of eyes. Iris 
scanning, a lot of people don’t realize, it 
started in the late ’80s, 1987, and has been 
spreading around the world as a great, effec- 
tive way to ID a person. It’s better than a fin- 
gerprint. It’s an internal organ visible from 
the outside; it stays the same from birth to 
death. And to get an iris scan, all you need 
is a photograph or a hi-res image. The du- 
plicate thing is new. People can Google that 
and look that up. 

Michael, do you think it’s harder to play 
someone who believes and has a crisis where 


he starts not believing, or the other way 
around— in this case, where your character 
doesn’t believe but starts to think maybe he 
should? 

MP: That’s an interesting question. I don’t 
think either one is easier or harder. It was very 
interesting to me to play this guy this scientist 
whose whole life is based on data, proof, who 
is essentially an atheist, I think. It was very 
fun and difficult and easy and interesting to 
play a character where that was being shaken. 
Do you know who Richard Dawkins is? 

I read you talking about him in a different 
interview, but I didn’t before. 

MP: I would totally encourage 
anyone to YouTube Richard 
Dawkins, check out some of his 
lectures and stuff It’s a scien- 
tist that Mike turned me on to. 
We took some things. I wanted 
to take some things from him 
actually who he is, and put it in 
Ian. The idea was to set up this really 
strong foundation of someone who was so 
against the other side, with the idea that the 
bigger the hurdle was, the more the release 
would be at the end of the film when we actu- 
ally shook up his world. 

When you were growing up, were you as in- 
terested in science as Mike is? 

MP: I was very interested in science. But I 
think that especially in America, I think that 
for some reason, there’s a stigma about sci- 
ence, and one of the reasons I was interested 
in making this film was to say, “This is cool. 
What these guys are doing is amazing. You 
should be interested in this. Scientists are not 
people in white coats with no sense of humor 
who can’t talk about music. They’re some 
of the most creative, passionate people that 
you’ll meet.”

Off Color sours this 
straw-colored weisse with an 
in-house lactobacillus strain-a 
scary-sounding (but in this case 
harmless) bacteria that produc- 
es the beer’s slightly tart flavor.

One of the debut beers from this brand- 
new, Bridgeport-based brewing collective 
is a straight-forward 3 percent ABV berliner 
weiss created by brewer Alex Robertson. 

To sour this beer, Robertson gave a sample 
of a naturally occurring bacteria culture 
to Chicago-based Omega Yeast Labs, who 
“streaked ” the sample, analyzed it and 
produced more of the bacteria for Marz. 
Robertson says he’s impressed by the inten- 
sity of flavor that berliner weisses can offer 
“It’s a light beer, but you get so much flavor 
out of this lighter beer I like showing people 
that [a flavorful beer] doesn’t have to be a 
12 percent Russian stout ’ In keeping with 
Marz’s Bridgeport roots, the beer is named 
for the South Fork of the Chicago River that 
marks the neighborhood’s edge.
